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GROWTH 


Growth  is  a  basic  function  of  all  life.  As  such,  it  has  long  been  recognized  and 
appreciated  by  mankind.  The  present  era  of  considerable  scientific  development 
has  caused  the  universal  recognition  of  growth  on  a  higher  plane,  that  of  the  mind. 
Yet,  in  one  of  the  great  paradoxes  of  all  time — the  step  from  a  primal  to  a  higher 
level  of  man's  understanding — has  become  a  seemingly  insurmountable  barrier  against 
further  advancement. 

Fortunately,  it  is  not  necessary  to  search  deeply  into  the  complexity  that  is 
man  to  find  an  understanding  of  this  particular  incongruity.  Through  the  ages,  man 
has  gained  the  power  to  govern  his  surroundings  only  through  a  refusal  to  stagnate. 
The  great  minds  of  all  times  have  recognized  this,  but  have  used  this  necessity  as  a 
rationale:  "We  must  forge  ahead,  grow  numerous  and  all  powerful.  Only  when  we 
have  achieved  total  control  of  our  environment  can  we  afford  a  critical  evaluation. 
Only  then  can  we  root  out  the  evils  we  have  amassed."  Unfortunately,  the  evils 
have  become  ingrained  in  our  society.  Today,  we  stand  amazed  by  the  sight  of  man 
unable  to  achieve  peace,  even  within  himself,  because  of  his  inability  to  differentiate 
between  the  means  he  has  been  given  and  the  end  he  should  attain;  true  moral 
advancement. 

Yeshiva  has  also  gone  astray.  She  has  become  content  to  live  by  the  materialistic 
values  of  the  society  in  which  she  Is  located;  to  have  the  first  medical  school  and  the 
finest  physical  plant;  but  not  to  serve  primarily  as  the  standard  bearer  of  the  only 
lasting  value — the  Torah  of  Judaism. 

There  is  a  MIdrash  that  states:  Torah  is  the  only  worthy  possession,  for  all  of 
man's  other  valuables  may  be  taken  from  him.  Our  Rabbis  were  perplexed  by  the 
obvious  question  this  statement  brought  to  mind.  Why  is  only  the  Torah  mentioned? 
No  form  of  knowledge  can  be  stolen.  The  answer  they  presented  sums  up  with  total 
clarity  the  thesis  herein  presented.  Torah  is  mentioned  above  all  because  only  Torah 
can  change  the  essence  of  man,  basically  and  inexorably  for  the  better.  The  total 
inability  of  mundane  knowledge  in  making  man  morally  better  was  finally  and 
unequivocably  demonstrated  by  the  flourishing  of  secular  science  and  philosophy 
in  the  bestial  atmosphere  that  was  Hitler's  Third  Reich. 

We,  the  products  of  an  enlightened  age,  have  long  been  cognizant  of  the 
importance  of  development  in  the  physical  and  mental  realms.  Yet,  we  are  faced 
with  the  a  palling  sight  of  man,  ready  to  march  forth  and  conquer  the  Universe 
without  having  first  conquered  himself. 

It  is  for  us,  then,  to  rededlcate  ourselves  to  a  moral  standard  rejected  in  the 
name  of  intellect.  Those  of  us  who  remain  here  must  work  diligently  to  improve 
Yeshiva  so  that  she  may  serve  us  in  bettering  our  world.  Those  of  us  who  leave  must 
use  that  which  we  have  gained  here  so  that  we  may  serve  as  a  beacon,  guiding  man 
back  onto  the  road  of  humanity.  Only  in  this  way  can  we  bring  about  the  Eternal 
Goal  to  which  we  are  dedicated— THE  FULFILLMENT  OF  MAN  IN  THE  IMAGE 
OF  G-D.

Dear  Graduates: 

In  a  recent  talk  to  the  students,  Dr.  Samuel  Belkin,  our  President  said:  "The 
Jewish  community  in  the  non-Jewish  world  must  be  one  that  works  together  with  its 
neighbors,  but  realizes  its  separate  function  and  preserves  its  heritage  and  separation." 
In  this  brief  sentence,  one  can  find  the  embodiment  of  the  philosophy  of  Jewish 
survival  in  the  Diaspora. 

Throughout  our  history,  a  tremendous  force  was  exerted  on  Jews  to  intermingle 
and  to  integrate  with  the  non-Jewish  world,  thus  tending  to  lose  "our  heritage  and 
separation."  This  was  true  when  Jews  were  dispersed  or  when  alien  governments, 
Persian,  Syrian,  Greek,  or  Roman,  held  sway  over  the  Jewish  commonwealth.  Think 
of  the  force  for  "Hellenization"  during  the  Maccabbean  period;  the  "Romanization" 
as  exemplified  by  Josephus;  the  "Americanization"  of  the  present  generation.  Unfor- 
tunately, only  when  the  Jewish  people  were  confined  to  ghettos  did  true  Jewish  life 
and  Torah  learning  flourish  to  the  utmost.  On  the  other  hand,  with  the  rise  of 
democracy,  with  the  granting  to  us  of  equal  rights  and  more  ample  secular  educa- 
tional opportunities,  Jews  were  prone  to  veer  towards  assimilation  or  to  false 
"Americanization",  the  major  phase  of  which  was  the  exclusion  of  the  Jewish  way 
of  life. 

To  counteract  this  evil,  the  Yeshiva  movement  in  the  United  States  of  America 
has  taken  a  leading  role.  Its  growth,  in  the  last  four  decades,  has  been  phenomenal. 
In  the  "twenties"  there  was  only  one  complete  all  day  Jewish  high  school  (T.A.). 
Today,  there  are  hundreds  of  elementary  Yeshivas  and  many  Yeshiva  high  schools 
throughout  the  land. 

During  the  past  ten  to  twelve  years,  in  Yeshivas  K'tanos,  and  in  our  own  Yeshiva, 
you  graduates  have  also  been  living  in  an  atmosphere  and  have  been  breathing  the 
pure  air  which  spelled  the  "duality"  advised  by  Dr.  Belkin.  Your  educational  journey 
has  been  a  rich  one,  mentally,  physically,  and  spiritually.  You  have  learned  to  com- 
bine the  highest  level  of  secular  studies  with  Torah  learning. 

It  has  been  my  happy  duty  and  privilege  to  help  guide  you.  In  your  well- 
rounded  growth  and  development,  in  your  ability  to  "co-exist",  nay,  to  synthesize 
Torah  with  the  finest  ideals  of  Americanism,  I  deeply  rejoice. 

Accept  my  heartiest  felicitations  on  this  happy  occasion — graduation.  Accept 
also  my  best  wishes  for  a  successful  continuation  of  your  "dual"  educational  journey.

FALL  TERM 

The  Fall  Term  of  the  Student  Council  got  off  to  an  auspicious 
start  by  exhibiting  a  total  lack  of  prejudice  while  distributing  appoint- 
ments. Even  lower-classmen  were  afforded  the  honor  of  participating 
in  Yeshiva's  semi-stagnated  extracurricular  program. 

The  Student  Council  further  displayed  its  liberalism  by  schedul- 
ing one  of  the  most  enlightening  assemblies  in  our  school's  history. 
A  week  before  Election  Day,  Melvin  Thaler,  Republican  Assistant 
Attorney  General,  and  Joseph  Zaretski,  Democratic  State  Senator, 
discussed  their  respective  parties'  platforms.  The  responses  to  the 
speeches  could  have  been  mistaken  for  those  at  a  democratic  con- 
vention. 

The  greatest  accomplishment  of  the  Student  Council  was  its 
expeditious  ratirication  of  an  effective  Student  Court  constitution. 
Whereas  previous  Councils  had  wasted  untold  meetings  bickering 
over  minor  details.  President  Hain  saw  to  it  that  all  discussion  was 
of  a  constructive  nature.  The  Council  also  went  through  the  seem- 
ingly inocuous  formality  of  granting  recognition  to  the  Junior  Jour- 
nal. Later  events  proved  the  Junior  Journal  to  be  anything  but 
innocuous. 

Under  the  management  of  Joshua  Fendel  and  Ben  Milchman,  the 
G.O.  Store  (probably)  made  tremendous  profits.  The  exact  amount 
of  money  in  the  Student  Council  treasury  is  still  a  mystery.  The 
store's  expansion  necessitated  its  moving  from  the  library  to  a  closet 
in  Room  311.  Another  member  of  the  Executive  Council,  Eddie 
Steinberg,  fulfilled  his  duties  as  head  of  the  Reductions  Committee 
by  publishing  a  huge  list  of  discounts,  which,  as  usual,  was  not  used 
by  the  students. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  Student  Council's  accomplishments 
should  go  to  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  whose  persever- 
ance overcame  the  handicap  of  having  to  work  without  a  permanent 
advisor.  Thanks  is  extended  to  Rabbi  Gordon  and  to  Mr.  Cohen 
who  serve,d  as  temporary  faculty  advisors  during  Mr.  Lichtenberg's 
absence.

SPRING  TERM 

Owing  to  the  efforts  of  Adrian  Sondheimer,  its  President,  the 
Spring  Term  of  the  Student  Council  was  characterized  by  its  almost 
total  disassociation  from  the  mundane  matters  so  typical  of  previous 
Student  Councils.  It  will  be,  however,  recorded  as  one  of  the  most 
active  Councils  in'  Yeshiva's  history.  The  explanation  for  these  seem- 
ingly paradoxical  statements  can  be  summed  up  by  one  event, 
L'Affaire  Steinberg. 

Eddie  Steinberg,  Secretary  of  the  school,  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Junior  Journal  that  contained  certain  criticisms  allegedly  based  on 
spurious  assumptions.  After  the  censor  read  this  letter,  an  avalanche 
of  repercussions  was  generated.  Among  other  things,  E.  Steinberg 
was  forced  to  resign  from  his  post.  In  a  rare  show  of  unity,  the 
Student  Council,  led  by  Messrs.  Fink,  Hain,  Schwartz,  and  Sond- 
heimer refused  to  accept  his  resignation.  Ultimately,  powerful  pres- 
sure was  administered  and  the  Council  accepted  the  resignation 
under  protest.  This  affair  was  significant  for  the  Council  truly  acted 
■as  a  forum  for  student  opinion. 

Lapsing  back  into  the  tranquility  of  routine,  the  G.O.  held 
several  excellent  assemblies.  One  was  the  scene  of  our  Debating 
Team's  first  victory  over  Brooklyn  Central.  Another  enhanced  the 
student  body's  appreciation  of  opera. 

Much  gratitude  is  given  to  Mr.  S.  Cohen  who  ascended  this  term 
to  the  post  of  faculty  advisor.  Despite  the  trying  times,  he  always 
conducted  himself  in  a  commendable  manner.

This  year,  the  Tehillah  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  was  one  of  which 
Yeshiva  may  truly  be  proud.  Starting  with  a  nucleus  of  nine  boys  elected  last  year, 
this  honor  society,  better  known  as  Arista,  widened  its  ranks  to  a  record  nunnber  of 
twenty-three. 

Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Daniel  Hain  and  Joshua  Fendel,  Arista  mennbers 
handled  all  the  traditional  assignments  of  proctoring  entrance  exams,  serving  as  a 
tutoring  committee,  acting  as  guides  and  ushers  for  YUHS'  visitors,  and  serving  as 
Mr.  Abrams'  right  hand  men.  In  addition,  Arista  embarked  upon  a  new  program 
of  guidance  to  lowerclassmen.  It  was  generally  felt  that  the  freshmen,  and  even 
many  sophomores  and  juniors  were  not  participating  in  or  even  aware  of  our  school's 
extra-curricular  program.  With  the  hope  of  letting  these  students  benefit  from  their 
experiences,  the  members  of  Arista  organized  a  system  of  personal  interviews,  in 
an  attempt  to  make  more  of  the  student  body  aware  of  the  many  facets  of  school  life. 

Besides  performing  these  bland  duties,  the  members  of  Arista  became  embroiled 
in  a  dispute  that  engendered  a  drastic  alteration  in  the  admission  policies  of  this 
honor  society.  In  past  years,  it  was  customary  to  allow  the  members  to  interview 
all  applicants.  This  year  it  was  decided,  after  a  serious  discussion  with  Mr.  Abrams 
concerning  the  objectivity  of  the  students  while  interviewing  prospective  members, 
to  place  the  matter  completely  in  the  hands  of  the  administration. 

In  the  academic  realm,  "Yeshiva's  Best"  achieved  many  successes.  A  large 
number  won  New  York  State  Regents  Scholarships,  and  six  became  semi-finalists  in 
the  National  Honor  Society  scholarship  competition.

This  year,  The  Academy  News  added  to  its  fine  journalistic  reputation  by 
producing  five  noteworthy  editions.  Under  the  leadership  of  a  hard  working  and 
talented  Governing  Board,  the  "News"  provided  the  student  body  with  current  news, 
editorials,  and  feature  articles. 

Almost  the  entire  burden  of  writing  fell  to  the  four  members  of  the  Governing 
Board:  Editor-in-Chief,  Jonathan  Greer;  Assistant  Editor-in-Chief,  Herbert  Hermele; 
Managing  Editor,  Norman  Skydell;  and  News  Editor,  Sheldon  Fink.  These  able  news- 
papermen pooled  their  creative  and  managerial  skills,  usually  during  the  wee  hours 
of  the  morning,  to  produce  issues  in  record  time.  Such  get-togethers  were  enlivened 
by  the  attempts  of  the  more  radical  members  to  bring  the  "News"  more  actively 
into  student-administration  disputes.  These  brief  revolutions  were  most  often  supressed 
by  the  conservative  charms  and  powers  of  persuasion  of  the  Editor-in-Chief.  How- 
ever, this  year  saw  the  addition  of  some  biting  editorial  comments  made  conspicuous 
by  their  absence,  and  witty  political  cartoons. 

Despite  a  lack  of  comprehension  by  the  proletariat,  Alan  Herschenfeld's  column 
was  well-written  and  thought-provoking.  Unfortunately,  he  resigned  his  position  at 
the  end  of  the  first  term  because  of  policy  disagreements  with  the  "Lord"  of  the 
Board.  He  was  replaced  by  Norman  Skydell  who  produced  several  humorous  editions 
of  "Under  the  Dome"  and  by  Sheldon  Fink  and  Herbert  Hermele  who  continued 
the  "Topics"  column.  The  feature  articles  of  all  issues,  both  of  a  serious  and  humorous 
nature,  were  fine  literary  achievements. 

Due  credit  must  also  be  given  to  Business  Managers,  Sheldon  Weinstein  and 
Robert  Bree;  Typing  Editors,  Les  Deutschman  and  Bill  Newman;  and  Circulation 
Manager,   Ira  Novich,  for  their  fine  efforts. 

Taken  together,  the  editors  and  staffs  made  the  1961  Academy  News  a  publica- 
tion in  which  this  school  may  take  pride.

The  Hatchia,  Yeshiva's  Hebrew 
magazine,  has  this  year  achieved  un- 
precedented success.  A  recent  poll 
(conducted  by  S.  Malamud)  has  shown 
that  one  out  of  every  three  students 
can  read  this  literary  production.  The 
rest,  unfortunately,  use  it  for  scrap 
paper.  Motivated  by  the  Ledger's 
temporary  absence  from  circulation, 
Sol  Sheinoein  and  Morris  Spierer,  the 
Hatchia's  Editors-in-Chief,  decided 
that  this  paper's  contents  should  in- 
clude a  coverage  of  school  activities. 
However,  the  highlight  of  each  issue 
was  the  editorial.  Criticism  aimed  at 
school  policies.

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  YUhlS  Basket- 
ball Team  was  a  pre-season  underdog  for  the  MJhISL 
title.  Due  to  graduation  losses.  Coach  Wettstein  was 
faced  with  the  formidable  task  of  having  to  assemble 
a  completely  new  starting  team.  After  many  practices 
and  much  deliberation,  he  picked  Neil  Katz,  Adrian 
Sondheimer,  Elliot  Katz,  Sid  Schiffman,  and  Jonathan 
Halpert  as  the  starting  five.  This  group  was  deter- 
mined to  confound  the  experts  by  capturing  YUhlS' 
tenth  MJHSL  crown. 

In  their  first  major  encounter,  the  Mini-Mites  played 
Bronx  Science  HS.  Although  it  lost  41-40,  our  team 
completely  outplayed  the  Science  club.  N.  Katz  was 
high  scorer  with    13  points. 

On  the  night  of  Nov.  19,  YUHS  played  its  first 
league  contest.  The  opponent,  hllLI,  was  never  in  the 
game  and  we  won  handily  62-33.  Jonny  Halpert,  a 
junior,  paced  our  scorers  with   18  points. 

In  their  next  two  games,  the  Mini-Mites  again  en- 
gineered easy  victories.  They  trounced  Ramaz  72-24, 
and  then  topped  the  pre-season  favorites,  YUHSB,  by 
the  impressive  score  of  54-38.  The  Katz  boys,  and 
Halpert  played  key  parts  in  this  victory. 

On  Dec.  I,  YUHS  took  a  trip  to  Rockland  County 
to  meet  a  strong  Suffern  squad.  As  the  game  pro- 
gressed, it  became  obvious  that  the  taller,  heavier 
Suffern  team  would  control  the  backboards.  At  the 
half,  Coach  Wettstein  fired  up  our  players,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  third  quarter  the  Suffern   lead  was  cut  to 


four  points.  The  rally  fell  short,  however,  and  we  lost, 
47-40. 

The  next  game  on  the  schedule  was  one  of  the  most 
crucial  of  the  season.  The  Mites  faced  the  Barnard 
Bears,  perennial  ACJES  leaders.  The  Bears  experi- 
enced a  poor  first  quarter  and  YUHS  opened  up 
an  I  I  point  lead.  In  the  second  period,  Barnard's  Ron 
Penn,  one  of  the  best  prep  school  players  in  the  city, 
started  to  score  and  our  half  time  lead  was  cut  to  9 
points.  A  fine  second  half,  however,  gave  YUHS  an 
easy  victory,  67-50.  Halpert  played  brilliantly  as  he 
scored  26  points. 

Immediately  following  this  victory,  the  Mites  op- 
posed Flatbush,  a  strong  contender  for  the  MJHSL 
championship.  Playing  inspired  ball  and  eager  to  main- 
tain league  dominance,  the  Mini-Mites  found  them- 
selves leading  at  the  half  25-21.  The  continued  fine 
play  of  N.  Katz  and  A.  Sondheimer  enabled  YUHS 
to  win  48-41. 

On  Jan.  I  (some  people  call  it  New  Years  Day),  a 
partially  sober  YUHS  quintet  staggered  out  on  the 
court  to  meet  RJJ.  An  abstemious  opposition,  play- 
ing at  its  peak,  soundly  trounced  the  Mites  49-40. 
This  was  a  contest  that  will  long  be  remembered. 

Seeking  to  regain  their  winning  ways,  the  Mites  met 
their  powerful  CHSAA  rival.  Cathedral  Prep.  Thanks 
to  a  brilliant  defensive  effort,  YUHS  vanquished  Cath- 
edral 45-41,  and  thereby  atoned  for  last  year's  loss 
to  this  adversary.

The  Mini-Mites  then  took  on  YUhHSB  for  the  second 
time.  Tension  and  nervousness  were  exhibited  by  both 
teams.  An  emotional  climax  turned  the  basketball 
court  into  a  boxing  ring.  Although  YUhlS  trailed  by 
one  at  the  half,  the  final  score  was  YUHS  48,  YUHSB 
44.  E.  Katz  and  S.  Schiffman  were  particularly  impres- 
sive. 

The  next  two  games  proved  to  be  extremely  easy 
victories.  We  trounced  Franklin  53-34,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  roll  over  hllLI  61-39.  This  marked  the  sec- 
ond time  this  season  that  the  Mites  had  outscored 
hllLI  by  more  than  20  points. 

After  the  mid-year  examinations,  YUhlS  resumed  its 
schedule  by  meeting  Flatbush,  a  close  second  to  the 
Mini-Mites  in  the  league  standings.  At  half-time  we 
had  a  13  point  lead  but  a  strong  Flatbush  team  soon 
trimmed  this  to  a  mere  6  point  advantage.

six  baskets  and  we  possessed  a  9  point  lead.  Follow- 
ing intermission,  the  Red  Raiders  regained  their  shoot- 
ing eyes  but  they  could  not  eliminate  the  deficit,  for 
the  Mites  emerged  victorious,  43-36.  N.  Katz  was 
high  with  13  markers.  An  unusual  quirk  in  the  schedule 
compelled  YUtHS  to  play  RJJ  twice  in  one  week.  This 
was  the  third  game  of  the  season  between  these  two 
fine  teams,  each  having  won  once.  The  Red  Raiders 
played  with  a  vengeance.  There  were  many  anxious 
moments  for  the  Mites  as  the  Raiders  led  33-3  I  at  the 
end  of  three  quarters.  YUhlS'  players,  however,  never 
lost  their  composure  and  they  overtook  the  opposition 
with  three  minutes  left  to  play.  The  final  score  was 
YUhlS  46,  RJJ  41.  This  clutch  victory  enabled  YUhlS 
to  remain  undefeated  in  league  play. 

In  their  next  two  games,  the  Mites  encountered  Co- 
lumbia Grammar  and  Bentley,  a  pair  of  inept  teams 
that  quickly  succumbed  to  the  Mites'  superior  style  of 
play.  A  32  point  third  period  against  Columbia  Gram- 
mar proved  to  be  YUHS'  highest  scoring  period  of  the 
year.

A  dejected  buf  still  proud  YUHS  team  met  the 
Ramaz  Rams  in  the  season's  finale.  The  game  turned 
into  a  rout  as  the  Mini-Mites  amassed  a  36-10  half- 
time  lead.  They  went  on  to  win  62-30.  N.  Katz  once 
again  starred  as  he  scored  22  markers. 

The  Mini-Mites  compiled  an  outstanding  17-4  rec- 
ord. They  were  undefeated  in  10  league  contests  and 
0-1  in  the  playoffs.  This  fine  performance  serves  as  a 
lasting  tribute  to  a  fine  team  and  to  a  remarkable 
coach.  The  team's  sportsmanlike  attitude  in  victory 
as  well  as  in  defeat  brought  honor  to  its  members  and 
to  the  school  it  represented. 

By  dint  of  its  unequaled  record  in  MJHSL  compe- 
tition, YUhlS  automatically  became  an  entry  in  the 
MJHSL  playoffs.  On  February  25,  a  day  that  will 
live  in  infamy,  the  Mites  played  HILI  in  a  semifinal 
contest.

His  deadly  fall  away 
jump  shot  often  spelled  the  difference  between  victory 
and  defeat. 

Sid  Schiffman  was  probably  the  least  heralded  mem- 
ber of  the  starting  five.

Any  coach  will  agree  that  a  good  bench  is  the  key 
to  a  successful  season.  The  Mini-Mites'  bench,  led  by 
Mike  Harris,  Dave  Finer,  Jack  Gluck,  Bernie  Hammer, 
and  Sonny  Unterman,  fully  corroborates  this  state- 
ment. Mike,  the  tallest  member  of  this  season's  con- 
tingent, exhibited  fine  rebounding  talents.  Dave's 
hustle  and  eagerness  to  play  made  him  a  capable 
frontcourt  substitute.  Jack,  Sonny,  and  Bernie  provided 
needed  depth  in  the  backcourt. 

Looking  to  the  future,  Jonny  Halpert,  this  year's 
scoring  leader,  is  sure  to  surpass  his  past  achievements. 
A  Post  All  Prep  Honorable  Mention,  he  should  lead 
next  year's  club  to  a  great  number  of  victories.
